Hepatitis Infections 
Cause Official Worry

  For several years the num­ 
ber of cases of Infectious and 
serum hepatitis reported in 
Los Angeles County has tend­ 
ed to remain above the aver­ 
age. Thus far In 1956, 366 cases 
have been reported whereas at 
this time last year but 160 
were recorded. The matter Is 
one of concern to public health 
officials since the disease Is 
usually more prevalent In 
areas or Institutions where 
sanitary living conditions are 
poor and, from these places, 
the Infection spreads elsewhere 
In the County.

Infectitlous hepatitis Is bas­ 
ically an Infection of the liver- 
and Is caused by a virus. Also 
called epidemic hepatitis, epi­ 
demic jaundice, or catarrhal 
jaundice, the disease Is most 
common among young people, 
the largest Incidence occurring 
between 10 and 14 year* of 
age.

person and perhaps also In dis­ 
charges from the nose and 
mouth. Through excreta or 
contaminated hands the germs 
are generally transferred to 
food and water.

Strict personal cleanliness 
and good environmental sani­ 
tation are the best means of 
preventing this disorder. Since 
infectltlous. hepatitis can pass 
so easily from one person to 
another, such measures are ab­ 
solutely necessary If the 
spread Is to be restricted.

Gamma globulin, the blood 
derivative used In combating 
measles and paralytic polio, Is 
apparently the one substance 
now In'use that can prevent 
the disease. If called soon 
enough when the disorder 
makes an appearance, the phy­ 
sician can therefore probably 
prevent the occurrence of the 
disease In the rest of the fam­ 
ily by prompt preventive treat­ 
ment. As In polio and measles, 
gamma globulin Is effective 
only If given before symptoms

Symptoms of the disorder 
may appear anywhere from 
15 to 35 days after the person 
Is Infected, and this allows con­ 
siderable time for the disease 
to spread to others before 
symptoms occur In the Indi­ 
vidual. Most typical are the
